FEARS EFFECTS OF A SURRENDER 


OF HER TERRITORY.

Washington, Sept. 9 — Special— It is becoming more 


and more evident daily that Spain will endeavor to delay the 
settlement of the war issues with the United States. 
Her 


commissioners to the Paris conference have not yet been ap- 
pointed, nor hi,ve those to settle the Porto Rican question 
received their instructions. 
The delays, it is believed, are 


designed for the purpose of embarrassing the United States 
as much as possible, and in the hope that something may 
turn up by means of which some of the lost territory may be 
recovered. 
The negotiations, it is believed, will be protract- 


ed as long as possible, and it may be necessary for the Unit- 
ed States to threaten a renewal of hostilities in order to bring 
about a settlement during the year. 
Fear of the results at j 


home of the concessions the Spanish government will be com- 
pelled to make is thought to be one of the causes prompting 
to the delay. 
Enemies of the government are anxious to se- 


cure cause for its overthrow, and the surrender of territory 
inevitable under present conditions will be seized upon by 
them as proof of the incompetency of the reigning- dynasty. 


The Commission Delayed. 


Washington, Sept. 9 — Special — The president's inability 


to secure a democratic member of the peace commission has 
^iffaSfse'd the postponement of the meeting of the commission- 
ers one week. There is no longer any doubt that the Ameri- 
can commissioners will propose the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider claims filed bj American citizens against 
Spain for injuries to person or property during the rebellion. 
Thei.e claims aggregate about twenty millions.

The plan is suggested to dis- 
charge all the volunteers in this conn-, 
try, Ouba and Porto Rico, and gi?e 
them another chance to enlist, with 
the understanding that they will be 
either sent as part of the armies of oc- 
cupation or used for garrison duty 
In tbia country.

Camperdown telegraphs that the out- 
break at Candia was preconcerted. 
Houses overlooking the British camp 
whence the attack opened, were loop-' 
holed and barricaded. 


Edhem Pasha, the governor, 
was 


primarily responsible for the trouble. 
He certainly could have prevented it, 
but he did not arrive on the scene with 
his troops until the British had been 
fighting thousands o£ bashi-bazonks for 
four hours. 
Then he calmly averred 


that he had only just learned what was 
happening. 


His statement confirms the 
belief 


that he arranged the plot. Many resi- 
dents are prepared to swear that Turk- 
ish troops joined the mob in firing on 
the British. All survivors of the mas- 
sacre swear that the butchery 
was 


mostly done by soldiers, who . first 
robbed their victims. The situation 
continues grave. 


The official report of the rioting at 


Candia, Crete, says that one British 
officer and eleven mt-n ware killed and 
two officers and forty men wounded. 
There is a general rising of the Mos- 
lems. 


A dispatch to the Central News from 


Athens says that fires continue to burn 
in various parts of Candia. 


The situation near the neutral zone 


is of the gravest character, there being 
only a short distance between 
the 


Mussulmans and the Christians. 


The Cretan press, the dispatch says, 


holds Col. Chermside. formerly com- 
mander of the city garrison, responsi- 
ble for the uprisings of the Moslems. 


A dispatch from Malta says that 250 


British soldiers have sailed from there 
for Candia. 


A dispatch to the Central News from 


Candia says that the town was shelled 
again yesterday by the foreign war- 
ships, the British battleship Carnper- 
down taking part in the bombardment.

Christians by Mussulmans it will be 
impossible for the committee to con- 
tinue its efforts to reorganize the nd- 
tnin:stration of the affairs of the island. 


Tbe committee demands the convoca- 


tion of the assembly and also proposes 
to place the Cretan forces at the dis- 
posal of the international administra- 
tion. 


Paris, Sept. 9.—The Paris press in- 


dulges in sarcastic references to the 
situation in Crete. 


The Journal says there is no use of 


thinking of a conference looking to uni- 
versal disarmament until the troubles 
in Crete are settled. The hypocrisy of 
such a proceeding would be too ap- 
parent.
